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Continuation of No. 5: 

The newly added limitation, "and wherein the wetting agent overcoat composition 
flows smoothly over the anhydrous pigmented transfer resistant composition" raises a 
new issue that has not been considered during the previous prosecution. Examiner 
also views that the proposed amendment does not place the case for allowance 
because the use of a fluid wetting agent is viewed an obvious choice for a routineer in 
the art, according to the combined teachings of the cited references. Applicants have 
admitted in the specification that fluid wetting agents flows smoothly over the anhydrous 
pigments, thus the recited fluidity property of the wetting agent obviously is present in 
the prior art fluid wetting agent. 
Continuation of No. 11: 

Applicants assert that the combined teachings of Drechsler, Manufacturing 
Chemist fails to teach to use emollients with lubricious feelings to make an overcoat 
composition. The fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would 
flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for 
patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 
227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). Examiner respectfully notes that, 
Manufacturing Chemist and Exxon Mobil Chemical teach the cosmetic benefits of poly- 
alpha-olefins, and according to Drechsler, there is no specific restriction as to what 
cannot be used as the overcoating composition. A routineer in the art would have 
recognized this objective motivation to obtain the cosmetic benefits of poly-alpha-olefins 
in an overcoating composition and make the claimed composition. 
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Applicants' arguments which refer to the declaration filed on July 7, 2006 are not 
considered, since the declaration filed after final is not considered at this time.
